“A. CENTENARY REVIEW.

. Although the actual date is not il 
May goth, the centénary of the Royal 
Scottish Academy was celebrated by on 
exhibition opened-in the middle of April 
and by a banquet on-the 19th. 

Sixty yenrs after the foundation of the 


Royal Academy $a London in 1768. 


L uwenty-faur Scottish, artists .nssociated 


the establishment of “an 
Avademy iu Edinburgh |“ on the prin- 
ciples of that in London.” a 
The early bistury-of the Royal Scottish 
Academy is one of a struggle against 
hostility and prejudice. Art was not in 
an good way in the Scottish capital; 
artists were few, aad, generally speaking, 
of little, importance. The Edinburgh, 
Schoo! of St Luke was the carliest in- 
dication of p desire for art training 
north of the Border. Its ncorpotation 
js dated October 18th, 1790. But it had 
n brief career, and but one of its pro- 
ja still remembered 
‘An Academy of Design, 
became known as the

seceders from that body formed an 
organisation called the “ Free Society.”

Tt was not, however,’ until 1903 that a 
Society of Artists with any lasting mea- 
sure of success was formed ; and this body 
gave ‘' the first public exhibition in Scot- 
lund by artists,” as the title-page of the 
catnlogne described the exhibition which 
was opened on June goth of that year, 
in Core’s Lyceum, Nicholscn-street, Edin- 
burgh. ' é a 

Lt wad in May 1826, that Patrick Syme 
took the chair at a meeting which found- 
ed the Scottish Academy and elected its 
first Council. The President wos George 
Watson, and its first meeting ‘was held 
on June 3rd, 1826! Soyevarly as the fol- 


Mowing Devember ‘twa inémbers of the 


Council ‘resigned, 'gn@ soon afterwards 
seven Asxocintes followed their example 
—the result af the influénce of the older 
rival, the Institution of Fine Arts. 

The remaining members of the Academy, 
Jed by the example of William Nicholson, 
determined to go.on, They held their 
first exhibition in February, 1927, Tt 
consisted of 982 works, contributed by 


-| sixty-seven artists, and it was opposed 


hy an exhibition run. by the Institution 
at the same time. Moreover, the finan- 
cial results of the Aendemy’s first ex- 
hibition were disappointing. Receipts of 
£941 had to be put against an’ outlay of 
£490; butithe situation was saved by the 


sum of £480 which wns received from | 


donors and subscribers. The following 
yoar produced better results, and from 
that time the Academy never looked back. 


ART AND MORALS. 


The sympathy of the public, too, ‘was on 
thé side of the Academy, and in 1890 the 
hattle was. finally fost and-won"when the 
Institution, deserted by the’ whole of its 
associates, gave up the struggle, although 
itcontinued to perform a useful function 
im acquiring many. of the old masters 
which formed the nucleus of the national 
collection now housed in the National 
Gallery of Scotland. 

"Tre Academy now began to expand and 
develop. .In 1838 a Royal Charter was, 
cbtained, and in 1850, when the National 
Galjery” was founded, there ‘was_erected 
an ‘addition ‘to it’in which, from, 1855, 
were held the annual exhibitions of the 
Academy, In.19t1 a new charter was 
granted, under which, while the sumber 


}of Academicians remained at. thirty, the 


restriction to twenty in the number. of 
Associates was removed, and tho latter 
were granted a say in the management 
of ‘the Academy.’ There is a quaint, in-. 
terest in-the fact that; while memibers 
must, of course, be of high repute as 
artists, sculptors, or architects, they were’ 
required by the conditions of: member- 
ship to be only of ‘fair moral character.”
